Dear Mr. Wasserman: 

Jim Lesar has told me of your conversation during your conference on the 
Azunn case and of the coincidence of Mr. Marcello's call to you during it. 

Ily coincidence for some time 1 had been considering writing the only one of 
Mr. Marcello s lawyers I've ever met because I try to respond to, if not 
eliminate, the many mythologies relating to the political assassinations. 

I re g a rd these as the most subversive of crimes, not as games to be played 
or whodunits to be lived. My view is also that the faults of the federal 
agencies m their investigations require exposure for the benefits exposure 
and healing can bring. 

All the misdirected interest focuses attention away from the actualities of 
the crime and the actualities of the failures of the executive agencies and 
their continuing covering up. 

It is probable that 1 have done more work on the John Kennedy assassination 
than anyone else and I am certain this is true of the assassination of Dr. 

King. There is no- doubt in iny mind that neither Mr. Marcello nor Mr. 
Trafficante had anything to do with the assassination of the President, the

1 i S J 9Uilt b V. nonassociation each of the allegations of association can be 
rebuked, including even David •Ferrie’s connection with the crime. 

It is not impossible to prove negatives and from time to time I've done it in 
the F0IA cases in which Mr. Lesar represents me. Negatives relating to Ferrie 
and to how Oswald was bailed out, one of the newer alleged links between Mr. 
Marcello and Oswald, can be proven. The alleged Hudson link to Mr. Trafficante 
can be disproven from records I haV'e. 

By now I have well over 150,000 pages of FBI records relating to that crime 
and more than a third that much relating to the assassination of Dr. King. 

The Hudson nonsense is in CIA records. I have a couple of file cabinets of 
them. The King records hold no reference 1 recall to either Mr. Marcello or 
Mr. Trafficante. I expect more records from both agencies.
